Laid to Rest 


Mrs Henryi A. Jones, just 
past 70 years, passed away Sun 
day at i pm., and funeral ser 
vices were held Wedneshay 
aiVemoon at 2 p^m. in the 2nd 
Ward Chapel with <Bishop L. 
L. Pailmer in chai'ge. A large 
audience was present to show 
their respect to Ihe husband 
and children of deceasd who 
had Jived for almost forty- 
years i^ Raymond. 

The opening song was “Some 
time Well Undensit&nd" with in 
vocation by Elder John F. Sal¬ 
mon, followed h(y» “Oh My Fath 
er“ by the Choir. 

Elder J. W. Evans was the 
first speaker and paid a fine 
tribute to deceased, and her 
husband, both of whom had ac 
ceptod the Gospel in England 
and had moved to Utah in the 
earlier days of that state, and 
then in 1899 had moved t< 
Mountain View, and in 1901 to 
Raymond, almost before it start 
ed. She was the mother of ten 
children, six boys and four girls 
nine of whom are still living. 

Mrs. Jones was a woman of 
great faith, and although she 
had been a sufferer for many 
years she never complained and 
was always ready to serve her 
family and her church. The un¬ 
derstanding which deceased 
and her family had of death 


and the resurrection made tlie 
parting less painful and the 
nope of the resurrection much 
sweefter. 

Jos. McLean sang the solo 
‘Tm a Pilgrim”. 

Elder Jas. S. Anderson was 
the next speaker and praised 
the life of deceased who had al¬ 
ways lived a good clean life, 
been a .loving wife and mother 
a fine example and a friend to 
everyone. Such as these have 
no fear of death, and when they 
depart (this life they go “bacA* 
home” to the Father who gave * 
them life. He preached a fine 
sermon of life, death and the 
resurrection, and urged the 
members of the family present 
to emulate the example of 
Jtheir loving mother. 

Bishop Palmer in a few clos¬ 
ing remarks added his 'tribute 
to the other speakers on the 
life of deceased, and on behalf 
of the family thanked all who 
had assisted in any way dur 
ing the sickness and death of 
wife and mother. 

Tho closing song wa»3 “Rest¬ 
ing Now froip Care and Sor 
row” and the benediction was 
pronounced by Elder Hebea* F. 
Allen of the Stake Presidency. 

A large cortege accompanied 
the remains to the cemetery 
where interment was made in

from the most severely infest¬ 
ed parts of the farm. It must 
be kept in mind that very sev 
ere infestations are difficult 'to 
control. If the coarse grains 
and flax are seeded on all stir 
ips in a block containing the 
most severely infested strips, a 
very marked and quick decrease 
can be made of the sawfly pop 
ulation on that farm. When 
this has been done other me¬ 
thods of control will l>e more 
effective. 

Many farmers have had ex¬ 
perience with infestations 
which have resulted in a loss of 
25 per cent or more of their 
wheat.
